BAN FKANCISCO, Jnly 9.—An explosion 


oceanod at the Giant & Ganaon powder 
works near West Berkeley eliortly after 
9 o'clor-k this'morning, destroying those 
works and much property for several 
miles around. 


Five ahoclca were felt in this city 


within B few minutes, tbe laat lour being 
o! terrific 
force, shaking building*, 


cracking a number of walls and breaking 
plate glass in buildings eight blocks 
from the water front. 


1.15 p.m.—Itis now believed that 104 


•were killed, includina three white men, 
nearly all the men employed in the 
.worka being Chineae.

The explosion Bet the adjoining build- 


inga on lire and owing to the danger of 
additional explosions no one ventured 
near tho works to atop the progress oi 
the flames.

At the office of the Giant Powder com- 


pany in thia city no detaila of the ex- 
plosion are obtainable, the officers of the 
company having gone to the scene of the 
calamity.

The Giant Powder works are located 


at Point Isabel aud Highland, near 
fitege, and comprise live buildings and 
three magazines. 


Ot these buildings the acid and nitro 


filyuerine worka are kaoTrn to have been 
destroyed, and at least one magazine 
blown »!!?. 
Other buildings not im- 


mediately destroyed took fire and it is 
not believed that anything will be eaved.
